Superintending School Committee.

Permit me to thank citizens, teachers and scholars, for the kind- 
ness shown me personally, and for the general interest they have 
taken in the schools. It has aided me and been to the advaniage 
of the children. And while we are happy to be able to report that 
a favorable improvement has been made in nearly all the schools 
the past year, still they are far from what they ought and should 
be. This is not due to one cause, but to many; there are difficul- 
ties that can be overcome only by careful study, sound judgment, 
and untiring effort. 

One of the great hindrances to the advancement of our schools 
is the constant change of teachers; and whilea poor teacher is a 
bane to any school, and should be gotten rid of as soon as possible, 
the services of a good teacher can scarcely be retained too long. 
The progress of a school may be seriously retarded by a change 
of teachers equally well qualified, coming, as they may, from dif- 
ferent schools, each with a system of his, or her own; because the 
larger part of a term must necessarily be spent in becoming ac- 
quainted with their pupils, so that the best instruction may be giv- 
en to the greatest number. Another cause, as bad and perhaps 
worse, is the superficial manner in which the branches taught are 
treated; a great amount of space is gone over and but little know- 
ledge obtained. It does seem to us that instead of years being 
spent in the study of Arithmetic, the same subject being gone over 
term after term, and the scholars being but little wiser in the end 
than at the beginning, four terms, of ten or eleven weeks each, 
should be sufficient to complete thoroughly the Practical Arithmetic 
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The same may be said of the study of Geography. We fee] sure 
that some system of map drawing, taken in connection with our 
text books, would be beneficial ; and indeed it is the only means by 
which a pupil can obtain a very correct knowledge of Geography. 


Parents. 


It seems to us that parents scarcely realize how much the success 
or failure of their schcols depends upon themselves. They are 
more than all School officers, more than teachers and scholars to- 
gether. ‘Then, in selecting your Prudential Committee, lay aside 
party spirit, throw prejudice to the winds, and choose your best 
men; those who have the welfare of the school at heart, who 
will not secure the services of a teacher from mere favortism, or 
because he can hire cheaply, or because some friend wishes him to 
employ a certain one; but choose aman that will do the very best 
he can for the school, and give him your sympatliy and support, 
make him feel that he will be sustained if he deems it best to 
travel outside ihe beaten path; and do not ‘step on his toes” if 
he blunders. Encourage your teacher by frequent visits to the 
school room, take an interest in all that he does for the good of 
the school; assist him in maintaining good and wholesome disci- 
pline in his school; let the children understand that they are to 
obey the commands of their teacher, that he is to be treated, both 
in and out of school, with deference and respect; Parents! with 
your care, and yours only, may we hope to see our schools become 
what they should be, the spring from which, in future years, will 
flow streams of morality, justice, obedience to law and love of 
country. ‘Then shall wesee, instead of machines moved and 
guided by the will of others, true men and women, capable of act- 
ing and thinking for themselves, and blessing the community in 
which they live. 


No.1. (Below the Bridge.) Length of school 26 weeks. Sum- 
mer term in charge of Miss Erra Harr. This was Miss Hart’s 
first term. At my first visit I found seventeen pupils, at the last 
only three. I thimk perhaps Miss Hart would have been more 
successful in some other school, but here was an entire failure. 
Winter term taught by Miss NeLiige Cross. A very good teacher; 
—all, I think, well satisfied. . 
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No. 2. (Above the Bridge.) Length of school 20 weeks. Sum- 
mer term Miss Harrie J. Hinprera, teacher. Miss Hildreth has 
had much experience in teaching, and needs no commendation 
from us. Winter term was in charge of W. E. HArtow. This 
was his first attempt at teaching; but he went to work with a will 
and did admirably. He has but few equals—is the best teacher of 
mathematics in town, 


No. 3. (Stephen A. Tracy’s.) Length of school 22 weeks. 
Summer term in charge of Miss Emma L. Coapman of Plainfield. 
Winter term taught by Miss Lucy Westeatz. No school, through 
the year, has made the same improvement as this, Wherever either 
of these teachers is found you may be sure of a good school; they 
are both ladies of culture and use their talents for the good of 
their schools. 


No. 4. (Dingleton.) Length of school 17 weeks. Both terms 
taught by Miss Netuir Cross. ‘This lady is a hard-working, 
wide-awake teacher. Her school appeared well at each visit, and 
good improvement was made. 


No. 5. (Huggins.) Length of school 17 weeks. Both terms 
taught by Miss Nexture L. Jackson. She evidently meant to do 
something creditable, and succeeded; her school appeared well. 


No. 6. (Flat,) Length of school 29 weeks. Summer term in 
care of Miss Jenniz L. Jackson. As is often true of this school, 
after a few weeks the scholars began to drop off, so that at the 
close of the term but few were present. What advancement would 
have been made had the pupils attended regularly of course we 
cannot judge. Fall term, Miss Ann S. Bryant, teacher. This teach- 
er has large experience. The record she has made in this town, 
as reported by my predecessors, cannot be improved by anything I 
might say. Winter term kept by Miss Emma L. Coapman,. Teach- 
er, citizens and scholars deserve great credit for the interest taken 
this term. All seemed well pleased and we are sure they had a 
good teacher. + 


No. 7. (Center.) Length of school 224 weeks. Both terms in 
charge of Miss Laura A. Ayers.. The discipline in this school 
was very good; the scholars made fair improvement. 


No. 8. (Goward.) Length of school 22 weeks, Summer term 
taught by Miss Lizzte V. CLarK, a good, wide-awake teacher, 
who does her very best every time. Great interest seemed to be 
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taken in her school by the parents; tne examination at the close 
was good. Winter term in charge of C. D. Nevens.. Mr. Nevens 
is a very fine scholar, and whatever he teaches he teaches. well. 
I found the school, at its opening, well arranged and doing nicely, 
and, from what I heard, thought all were well pleased. After about 
six weeks Mr. N. was taken sick, school stopped three weeks, and at 
the re-opening only a part of the scholars came back, owing to 
the whooping cough, and at the close others had left, so that. only 
six were present: But one thing is very certain—that the teacher 
did well. 


No. 9. (Town House.) “Length of school 20 weeks. Summer 
term, Miss Det1a TasKerr, teacher. This was her first experience 
in teaching. Her education is quite limited, but she did quite 
well. Winter term, taught by Miss Jennie L. Jackson. The 
school was much larger than in summer and of course more inter- 
esting. Miss Jackson won the love and respect of her pupils and 
good improvement was made,—all well satisfied. 


No. 10. (Edminisier.) Length of school 18 weeks. Same 
teacher both terms, Miss Mary E. Coxsy of Claremont. This was 
Miss Colby’s first school; she was a good scholar, an energetic, 
hard-working teacher, and ought to have been sustained by all 
interested in this school, but there seemed to be dissatisfaction. The 
only cause of complaint I heard was “too much order,” a very 
rare thing in schools generally. 


No. 11. (City.) Length of school 19 weeks. Miss CuristTina 
F. Smity of Claremont, teacher. This teacher is a very pleasant 
and well-informed Jady, with considerable experience in teaching 
and with but one fault that [ could discover—a want of discipline, 


No. 12. (Poppy squash.) Length of school 10 weeks. This school 
was kept by Miss Harrie L. Cuinp. I visited it three times 
during the session, ana each time found the children orderly and 
attending to their business, and saw nothing indicating that Miss 


Child did not do well. 


No. 13. (Lyman Fitch.) Length of school 16 weeks. Summer 
term in charge of Miss Neture I. Hinurarp. ‘This teacher had 
taught only one term before, but she did well. Her school was 
quiet and busy, and good improvement was made. Winter term 
Miss Curistina Situ, teacher. She labored hard and the school 
would haye been a success if proper discipline had been main- 
tained. 
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No 14. (Hempyard.) One term of 8 weeks, by Miss Lrzzre M. 
Jackson. The school was so small that it was impossible for any 
teacher todo much, but from what I saw I should think Miss J. 
would make a nice teacher. 


No. 15. (Root.) Only about 5 weeks school in this district. 
Miss SARAH CoNLin, teacher. She did as well as any one could 
in so short a term and with so few scholars. ~ 

No. 16. (Tezvas.) Length of school 14 weeks, in charge of Mrs3 
Assy CxLarKk. This teacher is young but willing to work, and 
expects her pupils to do the same; consequently they will im- 
. prove. She gave good satisfaction.
